The observance of Labor Day 
affords an occasion to take in¬ 
ventory—to look back and to 
look ahead. 

I suppose there will be a ten¬ 
dency to look back on the last 
year with misgivings, and per¬ 
haps with justification. I look 
back on it in terms of what we 
have gained instead of what 
we’ve lost. 

I look back on it not in terms 
of the riots in a few cities of 
the country, but in terms of all 
the other cities in which we’ve 
done so, much better than we 
were doing before. I look back 
on it as a year when more people 
are working at higher wages 
than ever before. 

I look back on it in terms of 
a realization of the fact that as 
far as minority groups in the 
country are concerned, we 
haven’t made the gains that we 
want to, but we’ve done better 
than we ever did before. 

I look back on a summer in 
which more boys and girls had 


jobs which will lead to their 
going to school this year, than 
has ever been true before. 

I don’t believe it weakens our 
resolve to believe that we’ve 
done things well, as well as to 
realize that there are some 
things that we haven’t done well 
enough. 

I look ahead toward a year in 
which we build on what we’ve 
learned this year; sometimes 
bitterly, but we learned it, never¬ 
theless. 

I think of Labor Day as being, 
this year, an occasion for count¬ 
ing some of our gains. 

I think of it as a day when it 
would be a good thing for us to 
take inventory of the things that 
are good in this country as well 
as the things that are wrong. 

I think of it as d day to realize 
that the things which have hap¬ 
pened which are bad are not 
America, and the things which 
have happened that are good are 
truer to our tradition. 

I think of Labor Day as a day 
where it would do us all a lot of 
good to tell a good story and to 
have a good time.

Enrollment Outlook Requires Unusual 
Caution in Planning Future Schools 

Illinois Taxpayers Federation enrollment pro¬ 
jections based on known births indicate that school 
officials throughout the state will need to exercise 
unusual care in planning future facilities. 

The ups and downs of the birthrate in past 
years make it evident that classrooms needed one 
year may not be used the following year. 

With the peak in elementary pupils to he 
reached in the 1969-70 school year, and the high 
school enrollment peak not attained until five 
years later, the answer may involve some form of 
all-purpose accommodations. Perhaps junior high 
school space can be made more flexible to serve 
older grade school pupils or younger high school 
students as needed. Portable rooms may come into 
increasing use. 

Factors that upset precise planning include 
variances in community growth patterns and the 
evolution ih educational processes and require¬ 
ments (once amost non-existent, elementary li¬ 
braries now are becoming standard). Certainly, 
birth control pills have drastically altered popula¬ 
tion predictions, and the Illinois birthrate has de¬ 
creased 16% in the past six years. 

But children already born can be counted, 
and these show that Illinois students will be fewer 
in number seven years from now than today, un¬ 
less there is a tremendous influx from other states. 
This downtrend is a development unprecedented 
in the postwar era, and enlightened school plan¬ 
ning must take it into account. 

State Government Ethics 
Code Only a First Step 

Gov. Kerner is correct in saying that a new 
law establishing a code of ethics for legislators, 
elected state officials and judges should be only a 
beginning. While laws alone cannot achieve gov¬ 
ernmental honesty, they are an essential element 
and the legislation just signed does not go far 
enough. 

The code, effective Jan. 1, requires lawmak¬ 
ers and state officials to disclose economic interests 
to a board composed of four members of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. Supreme court, appellate and circuit 


judges will file similar statements with the supreme 
court. The code also applies to candidates for of¬ 
fice and University of Illinois trustees, and requires 
the governor and other state officials to set up 
codes of conduct for their appointive officers and 
employees. 

A helpful provision bans legislators from so¬ 
liciting or accepting gifts, loans or favors having 
an aggregate value of $ 1 00 or more from persons 
known to have a legislative interest, but the word¬ 
ing unfortunately leaves big loopholes. Also, it 
specifically excludes any regulation or disclosure 
of political campaign contributions, which some¬ 
times are used to disguise bribes. 

Ethics code proposals that were vetoed called 
for the board to have a majority of public mem- ,, 
bers, and stipulated that the Assembly members 
serving on it would be leaders of the legislature. 

It will be important for the ethics board to be 
revised as soon as possible to include public repre¬ 
sentatives; the history of such bodies composed en¬ 
tirely of officials has to6 often been one of white¬ 
wash rather than effective regulation. 

In the meantime, men of high integrity, with 
willingness to pursue investigations of alleged mis¬ 
conduct to responsibile conclusions, should be 
appointed. 

Continuing Attention to Landfill 
Operations, Availability Is Needed 

The decision by the Madison city council to 
grant a ten-year lease to operate a landfill on 
Chain of Rocks Bridge property apparently will 
not win many friends on Chouteau Island. But it 
does pardy answer the need for new trash dis¬ 
posal sites in Madison county. 

In stipulating that it will receive 1 0% of the 
gross income as the lease fee, plus free dumping 
privileges for the municipal government,: the city 
no doubt will wish to establish and make known 
clear guidelines for determining the gross figure. In 
this way, the varying bookkeeping procedures ex¬ 
isting in the U. S. will not lead to disputes over the 
amount due the city. 

Because low areas owned by the Madison 
bridge and by others eventually will be filled, 
studies should continue on the possibility of op¬ 
erating public and private incinerators and com¬ 
posting projects. 

And Madison county would be wise to con¬ 
tinue its current efforts to perfect ways of limiting 
importation of trash from outside the county, 
enforcing all landfill regulations instead of follow¬ 
ing the present lax policies, and requiring that any 
new landfill be approved on its specific merits 
rather than as automatic alternate usage of a man¬ 
ufacturing district. 

Unfair Foreign Tariffs Threaten 
U. S. Instant Coffee Production 

just as in the case of steel, instant coffee pro¬ 
ducers are faced with unfair competition for the 
U. S. market by unequal tariff policies adopted by 
foreign nations, in this case Brazil. 

The same issue of exporting jobs to other 
countries faces American manufacturers and unions 
in both fields, and that are looking to Congress 
for help. 

Action in Washington is warranted, for the 
goal of encouraging economic health in non-Com- 
munist countries must not be followed to the point 
that it undermines the economy of the U. S. 

Regardless of whether one is an advocate of 
low or high tariffs, equal administration of tariffs 
—at whatever level they are set—is an objective 
that can be supported by all who believe in fair 
play.

Louis told the board, “I don’t 
want this group spending a lot 
of money getting a survey and 
duplicating what already has 
been done if there is no intention 
of purchasing Lambert Field and 
paying the city of St. Louis what 
it is worth.” 

Mayor Cervantes recently of¬ 
fered to sell Lambert Field to 
any airport authority that might 
be established, but said St. Louis 
would expect to be paid what 
it is worth. 

The board also voted in the 
Thursday afternoon session to 
enlarge the membership of both 
the board of directors and the 
council. The board voted to 
adopt a proposal made by Mayor 
Alvin G. Fields of East St. Louis. 

Under the proposal the board 
would be increased from the 
present eight members to consist 
of the 13 voting members of the 
present 17-member Council. The 
council could be increased to a 
potential membership of 178 
since it offers Gateway Council 
membership to the elected heads 
of all municipalities in the six- 
conuty area covered by the coun¬ 
cil. 

The Gateway Council serves 
the same area as the Bi-State 
Development Agency—St. Louis, 
St. Charles and Jefferson coun¬ 
ties in Missouri, plus the City 
of St. Louis, and Madison, St. 
Clair and Monroe counties in Il¬ 
linois.
